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As  many  of  its  subscribers  know,  KPFA  has  often  in  the  past  conducted  small  art 
exhibitions  in  the  reception  room  and  halls  of  the  studio  on  Shattuck  Avenue.  We  have 
hoped  in  this  way  to  add  another  facet  to  the  program  of  establishing  a  cultural  center 
at  the  station,  and  also  to  go  some  way  towards  establishing  a  physical  community  by 
attracting  listeners  and  others  into  the  actual  premises.  We  are  glad  to  announce  an 
expansion  of  this  artistic,  cultural,  and  practical  activity. 

Under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  California  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts,  KPFA  is 
sponsoring  a  formal  gallery  for  the  exhibition  of  paintings,  sculpture,  architectural  and 
industrial  design.  Soon  we  plan  to  expand  our  physical  facilities  in  a  way  that  should 
make  it  feasible  for  the  gallery  to  become  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  East  Bay. 
At  present  we  have  a  new  interior  coat  of  paint,  and  have  set  up  a  regular  program 
of  monthly  exhibitions.  These  are  to  be  coordinated  with  appropriate  broadcasts. 

The  opening  exhibition  will  show  paintings  by  Sabro  Hasegawa,  who  is  presently 
Visiting  Professor  at  the  California  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts.  His  work,  seen  recently 
in  this  area  at  the  College,  the  Oakland  Museum,  and  Gump's,  has  attracted  much 
critical  attention.  The  KPFA  show  opens  Sunday,  April  29,  and  may  be  seen  during 
our  broadcast  hours.  On  the  opening  Sunday,  at  8:30,  we  shall  broadcast  an  interview 
of  Mr.  Hasegawa  by  Herschel  Chipp,  Assistant  Professor  of  Art  History  at  the  University 
of  California,  Elton  Davies,  Director  of  Art  Education  at  the  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts, 
and  Paul  Mills,  Curator  of  the  Oakland  Art  Museum.  (It  will  be  rebroadcast  on  Sunday, 
May  6,  at  2:30.)
